We 
met at the Felicia club the Monday 
night before the murder, and we 
danced most of the evening. She tried 
to show me how to dancé the tango, 
but I purposely acted awkwatdly. I 
took her home and met her again 
Tuesday night. I made a date for 
Thursday night. I had agreed to pay 
her $1.50 a lesson for tango instruction, 
but had no intention of payins her any- 
thing. 

“I met her again at the Felicia Cluo 
Thursday night. At that time I had no 
thought Of killing her. I had killed 
so many women that it did not bother 
me much. But that night it came into 
me that I ought to get that big diamond 
ring she was wearing, so I planned to 
get it. I had told her I was a farmer 
from around Wayne or Wheaton. I said 
I could organize a tango class out there. 
She told me to call her up the next 
day. I called her up at the home of 
Mrs. Johnson, but there was something 
the matter with the wire and she could 
hot hear well. Mrs. Johnson ¢ame to 
the telephone and took the méssage. It 
was that she was to meet me at 5 p. m. 
at the Aurora and Elgin station. . 

“At first I was going to\ take her 
to Michigan and kill her there, but 
finally I decided it would be less trouble 
to take her a little way on the car line 
and get it over in a business-like way. 

“She showed up on time. She had the 
suit case with her. She had on a blue 
serge suit. I had things all planned 
in my mind, so I bought tickets to 
Wayne. On our way we talked about 
our love affair. We were to be married. 
We.arrived out there. about 7:30 p. m. , 

“When we left the train it was very 
dark. I led her down the railroad, and 
when we came to the viaduct I shot 
her through the head. I shot only once 
I then put her body across.the railroad 
tracks. The ring was on the second 
finger of her left hand. I drew off her 
glove, took the ring off and put the 
glove on again. I took her suit case 
and returned to the station and caught 
a train for Chicago. On my way back 
I threw her dancing clothes out of the 
window. I gave the ring to a gM I 
met on the street and she went to New 
York, 

“I had found that my landlady had 
Some money and if I had not beef 
caught I would have killed her today.’ 

L. C. Mann, son of a wealthy Chicago 
family, was tried for the murder of the 
Thompson woman and acquitted after a 
long trial. The evidence against young 
Mann was circumstantial. Spencer gave 
a clear account of the Way he claimed 
to have tied. up the Thonipson woman 
and his recital conformed to the evi- 
dence that was Drought out at Marin’s 
trial. 

“I killed the two girls at Pawpaw 
Lake for their money and rings,”’ he 
said. “One of them one time let me see 
she had some money with her and so I 
shot her and sunk her body in the lake. 

‘When I got back to Chicago I met 
a& man one night who looked as if he 
had money. I shot him io an alley in 
ths South Side levee. He didn’t have 
much money, but enough for me to go 
to a hotel for a few days, and there I 
met another man, an old fellow, who 
said he was a broker. 
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a few days ago a fow blocks west of 
pe hospital. I beat her to death with 
a hathmer. She had two rings ard $200. 
This murder was done with the ham- 
mer the police found wrapped up in @ 
towel by the railroad track. They 
thought the hammer had goimething to 
do with the Rexroat murder.” 

Another ctime Spéncet called one of 
his failures. An old man and his wife 
were found by firemen tied in their 
befs in their apartment four months 
ago while two children were stunned 
and ‘lying in an adjoining rvom, The 
flat Was wn fire and filled with smoke 
and the pwople were taken out with dif- 
ficulty. The old man, 6& yeare «ld, bad 
been shot twice. All recovered. Spen- 
cer said he shot the ol4 man when 
he caught him robbing the fiat, and had 
set fife to the place to covor up the 
crime, .Bpencer’s account convinced 
Capt. Halpin that he was the man who 
did the work. 

The murder of the dancing teacher 
and the nine other killings which Spen- 
cer confessed were committed while the 
man Was On parole from the State veni. 
tentiary for highway robbery. He was 
paroled to Maj. M. A. Messilein of the 
Volunteers of America, and a short 
time after he was set at liberty he vis- 
ited Capt. Halpin and asked him to get 
him work, Halpin obtained emplovmeft 
for Spencer, but the man held the job 
ohly two Wweéks. As soon as Halvin 
khew that @ man named Spencer way 
wanted for the Rexroat murder he was 
virtually certain whom to look for. 


St. Louis Police Try to Connect Spen- 
cer With Prison Outbreak. 

The St. Louls police Monday wired to 
Chicago for a photograph and descrip- 
tion of Harry Spencer, who has con- 
féesséd ® of more murders. They wish 
to ascertain if he is Harry EB. Spencer 
who smuggled nitroglycerin and revolv- 
ets ithto the Missouri penitentiary at 
Jefferson City. The explosive and weap- 
chs were used by Harry Vaughn, George 
Ryan and Bdward Raymond in killing 
Guards Clay and Allen and escaping 
ffom the penitentiary Nov. 25, 1905. They 
weré captured and hanged on convic- 
tion of murdering the guards.

PEKING, Oct. 6.—Yuan Shi Kai today 
was elected President of the Chinese 
republic for a term of five years. 


He received the necessary two-thirds 
vote of the United Houses of Pariia- 
ment on the third ballot. 

Yuan Shi Kai failed to receive a two- 
thirds vote on the first ballot. The vote 
was: Yuan Shi Kai, 471; Li Yuan Heng, 
18%. The remginder of the 78 ballots 
Were scattered among % other candl- 
dates. 

The second ballot resuited tn a 
vote of 497 for Yuan Shi Kai and 162 
Another ballot 
was necessary, 506 votes being re- 
quired for election. 

Before the third ballot was taken, 
Li Yuen Heng, who is the provisional 
vice-president, deciered that he 
would not aceept the nomination for 
the presidency. 

Twe-Thirds Vote Required. 

The Constitution of the republic pro- 
vides that at least two-thirds of the 
Members of Parliament must cast their 
votes for a candéidate in order to accom- 
plish his election. It also calls for the 
presence at a presidential election of 
three-fourths of both houses. 

In all parts of the country the greatest 
interest was manifested in today’s pro- 
ceedings—the first presidential election 
in the history of the republic. 

Wa and Sun Candidates. 

When the united houses of Parliament 
came together this morning the Register 
recorded that 758 Representatives were 
present. 

The first ballot took a considerable 
time, owing to the fact that the Depu- 
ties and Senators were not famiilar with 
the proceedings 

The candidates included, besides Pro- 
visional President Yuan Shi Kai, Tsai 
Yuan Heng, a “bdiack-horse” candidate; 
Dr. Wu Ting Fang, former Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington. and Dr. Suun Yat 
Sen, leader of the republican movement.

Archbishop Tells of Secret Gift 
of $100,000 Made for Altar 
in Edifice. — é 


In his sermon Sunday in the New Ca- 
thedral Chapel, Archbishop Glennon tr- 
nounced his expectation of opening the 

ew Cathedral for services early in 1914 
and explained what the Catholic church 
means by the infallibility of the Pope. 

He announced, in speaking of the cu- 
thedral building, that a gift of $100.0, 
from a source which he is not permit- 
ted to disclose, has been made for the 
building of the high altar. He said the 
heating and lighting arrangements and 
the pews are being installed so rapidly 
as to promise that the structure can be 
used some time before next spring. 

Designs for the $100,000 high altar, 
which will rival those’ in the great 
churches of Europe, are to’ be sough: 
from leading American and European 
designers. 

Then, turning’ to doctrinal matters. 
the Archbishop said there were two mat- 
ters concerning the papacy which were 
the subjects of widespread misapp:e- 
hension. These were papal iniallibility 
and temporal power. He left the latter 
subject for a later sermon, and procee:!- 
ed to explain the doctrine of infallivil- 
ity, proclaimed by Pius IX and ratified 
by a world-wide council of the church 
in 1870. 


Pope Not Infallible as 
“The Holy Father is infallible the 


Archbishop said, “only in his capacity 
as representative, speaking for the uni- 
versal church in a matter of faith or 
morals. He is not infallible as a man, 
as a priest, as a bishop or as a states- 
man. 

“Christ was infallible. pentiabe he was 
God. His church was intrusted with the 
work of preaching His word. The church 
is a visible body with a visible head, 
and when we hold that the church 
teaches infallibly, we hold that the 
voice through which it speaks, in mat- 
ters of faith and morals, cannot err. 

“The occasion rarely arises for the 
exercise of this power. Leo XIII, in his 
long pontificate, spoke not once ex ca- 
thedra on a matter of faith or morals. 
It is not necessary that the power be 
exercised. The question is, does the 
church possess it? It does, if Christ's 
promises still continue with the church.”

Otto Heller, professor of German lan- 
guage and literature in ‘Washington 
University, interpreter of Ibsen, and 
author of numerous textbooks and mag- 
azine articles, and his wife, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Stevenson Heller, have separated. 
This fact, which was a matter of gen- 


eral report among Prof. Heller's friends 
after he returned, alone, from his sum- 
mer vacation, was admitted by him to 
a reporter Monday. He said the sepa- 
ration had continued for a year and:a 
half. She is at the home of her broth- 
er in Cambridge, Mass., the seat .of 
Harvard University. 

So far as he knew, he saidé, no divorce 
is in contemplation. When he was 
asked about the report, current among 
his acquaintances, that Mrs. Heller’s 
distaste for life in St.: Louis had caused 
the separation, he made no direct reply. 
‘Mrs. Heller’s health was poor while

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 6.—Additional de- 
tails of the Federal victory at Santa 
Rosalia were received by Guillermo Par- 
ras, personal. representative ©f Presi~- 
dent Huerta in this city in a dispatch 
from Gen. Maroado, Military Governor 
of Chihuahua. What remained of Villa’s 
army of 4000 men was routed and fied 
under the final assault of Gen. Castro's 
4700 troops and divided into two parts, 
one running southward and the other 
retreating to the east.

The success or failure of the 
operation, however, will not be proved 
or disproved for two weeks yet. 

Miss Radigan’s finger was split and the 
flesh sewed Into place over the nasal 
passages, the finger bone forming the 
bridge of the nose. At the expiration 
of two weeks, when the surgeons believe 
the skin grafiing will have proved suc- 
they will amputate the finger 
and from it form a new nose.

TEADINESS means a lot to a 
S team in the world’s series. That 
is mainly why I consider my 
team to be 20 per cent better now) 
than in 1911, to resume my theme of 
yesterday. As only one thing will 
steady a man, so only one thing will 
steady a club, and that is experience 
under fire. 

Every man on the Giants has been 
through a world’s series with the ex- 
ception of Barns, Demnmree and Shaf- 
er. Where it was a movelty to them 
im 1011 it ia now almost a habit. 

While my club has not been hitting 
sensationally for the past month I 
honestly believe the boys will bat 
better against the Athletics this year 
than they did either in 1911 against 
the same team or in 1912 against the 
Red Sox. They will work the Phila- 
delphia pitchers better and will not 
lose their heads as easily as they have 
heretofore. 

Critics have frequetly pointed out 
that the Athletics have a weak pitch- 
ing staff. I DO NOT FIGURE IT 
THAT WAY. The staff is not as 
strong as it was in 1911 because of 
the loss of Coombs, who is one of the 
greatest pitchers I ever saw work in 
a world’s series, with the exception 
of Mathewson in 1905 and last year. 


Therefore, the Athletics’ pitchers 
will not work with as much confi- 
dence this fall as they did in 1911, 
with Coombs ready to go in and grab 
the reins any time his club started 
to shake and tremble. 

Good relief pitchers are scarce, and 
the Athletics are shy on them now. 
Plenty of men can start a game and 
work smoothly, but cannot go into a 
battle when the opposing hitters are 
slaughtering a twirler and stop the 
fusillade. It takes a peculiar sort of 
nerve to 4o this of which few pitch- 
ers are possessed.

Gov. Major. persists in his refusal ito call an 
extra session of the State ‘islature’ to amend 
the primary law in accordance with the Federal 
constitutional provision for the popular election 
of Senators, on the ground that it is unnecessary. 
In an interview with the Sunday -Dispatch 
the Governor said: ae 
There is no necessity, therefore, for a 
special sessidn to repeal the present sena- 

-torial primary statute, which everybody 

. agrees never was a valid law. 

How far is the policy of nullifying laws to be 
carried by the Major administration? 

The insurance anti-trust law, passed by the 
Legislature and approved by the Governor, was 
set aside arbitrarily to meet an emergency. Witb- 
ou® reference to the Legislature—the only law- 
making. power in the State—or to the courts— 
the only authority capable of declaring a law in- 
valid and of interpreting law—the Governor and 
the Attorney-General pledged themselves to ig- 
nore it and to suppress prosecutions under it. 

Now Gov. Major insists upon ignoring the sen- 
atorial primary law under which our senatorial 
elections have been held. It was passed by the 
Legislature and approved by the Governor. Its 
validity has not been passed upon by any court. 
Deficient as the measure is, it is law. 

Theodore Roosevelt has been censured beyond 
measure for nullifying the Federal anti-trust law 
in an emergency. How can Gov. Major- justify 
himself for nullifying two laws? 

We heartily agree with Gov. Major that the 
State should be protected ase st the unneces- 
sary expense. But is the corde sion of mistakes 
by the Legislature and Gove: sor in their legis- 
lative capacity an unnecessary expense? Is it 
right, is it safe for the Governor, with the advice 
of his Attorney-General, to assume the authority 
to ignore and nullify laws because in his opinion 
they are unwise or invalid.

The new federal game laws, which 
Were approved by the President Oct. 1, 
reached St. Louis Monday morning. 
There are several surprises in them, 
and they will cause a stir among local 
sportsmen. 

The chief surprise is the prohibition 
of river shooting. It had been under- 
stood that the Mississippi River wag to 
be kept open for migratren through the 
month of October, but this was changed 
at the last moment, and the law as it 
stands forbids the killing of migratory 
birds on the Mississippi River between 
Memphis and Minneapolis at any sea- 
son. The law does, however, exempt 
ithe lower Missouri River between the 
mouth and Nebraska City, Neb.
